On February 23, 1973, the 
Sacramento Superior Court 
handed down a decision 
which declared Proposition 
21 constitutional. 

If you are not familiar 
with that decision, I would 
suggest that you take a few 
minutes and read what 
Judge Babioh says and why! 

The proposed law initiated 
by tlir? people through Pro¬ 
position 21 under Sc-c. 1009.6 
says, “No public school stu¬ 
dent .shall because of his 
race, creed, or color, be as¬ 
signed to or be required to 
attend a partlqular school.” 

This .section became law 
on November 8, 1972, but 
many -if you h.ive ignored 
this law and according to 
the press I note that many 
of ywi are saying that you 
will wait to see what the 
court says bc-fore you take 
any action. 

According to the brief filed 
by the NAACP in the Sacra¬ 
mento Superior Court, the 
attorney asked the courts to 
mandate the Sacrame n t o 
Unified' School Di.strict to 
eliminate racial imbalance, 
declare Proposition 21 iun- 
constitutiixnal in that it vio¬ 
lates th,, 14tli, Amendment 
to the U.S. Constituiion, and 
tlie petit'oners asked that 
federal funds be withheld 
from the Sacramento schools 
whei'n the racial imbalances 
continue.

11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement. Inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple Indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


2. QUESTIQN: Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971.

3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER; One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers. 
Sons, Associates, Company"; or it a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation.

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of fhe ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed tc 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 


13. QUESTION; Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an Individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
Information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

5. QUESTIQN: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those In the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTIQN; Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council ■for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or Informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTIQN: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1 , 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTIQN: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of fhe affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

In Texas, with much bet¬ 
tor public protection, the 
co.st per inmate is only 
$1,200 per year. 

Very few citizens arc 
aware of the impact the ,pro- 
hatio.r. departments have on 
(he sentencing of a prisoner. 
After conviction, but before 
.sentence is pronounced, the 
Judge is required to read 
the probation report — a re¬ 
port that amtains back¬ 
ground data on the convict¬ 
ed felon. Also in this report 
is the probation depart¬ 
ment’s recommendation for 
the typo of sentence that 
should be rendered. 

Keep in mind that the 
probation department gets 
up to $4,000 for every felon 


reported in California, of 
which 7,000 felons went to 
jail at the state level and ^

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filin g in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to

whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing smt 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

1 w-as silting in a Wash¬ 
ington hotel room the other 
night, reading California 
press report about the re¬ 
apportionment battle still 
underway in Sacramen t o, 
and suddenly tht lull im¬ 
pact of my devision to leave 
the Legislature hit home. 

The Legislature has been 
my life since 1960. I have 
watched it grow from a 
"part-time” branch of gov¬ 
ernment, crippled by anti¬ 
quated restraints and stan- 
dard.s, into a modern and 
effective in,stiument of so¬ 
cial and' economic progrosr-. 

Only the era of the great 
Hiram Johnson reforms 
compares with the Sixties 
for Kmdame.ntal changes in 
the structure of state gov¬ 
ernment. It was a decade of 
social turmoil that forced 
political leaders to put their 
own house In order — to 
create more efficient govern¬ 
mental machinery. 

I recall that the realities 
of change were just begin¬ 
ning to dawn c.n those in 
power when I arrived as the 
fre.shman Assemblyman 
from San Joaquin County in 
1961. In those day.s, the Leg¬ 
islature was operating undei 
tile old "odd and even sys¬ 
tem.” During the odd-num-

bered years we dealt witn 
legislation. On even-num¬ 
bered years we met only to 
consider the budget. 

At least that was how the 
system was supposed to op¬ 
erate. In fact, this neat divi¬ 
sion of time and labor had 
long since become an ana¬ 
chronism. The urgent prob¬ 
lems of a large and diverse 
-State did not arisg in con¬ 
formity with a constitu¬ 
tionally controlled schedule. 

The Legislature was weak 
in several other respects as 
well. First of all, it de¬ 
manded a full-time effort 
from members for part-time 
compensaUon. That effec¬ 
tively excluded the aver.age 
citizen from public office. 
Only persons who could ar¬ 
range to support themselves 
and their familie.s without 
devoting much time to their 
business, profession or jo-h 
in the private sector were 
economically eligible to 
serv'e. 

Another weakness was in¬ 
adequate staff and physical 
accommodations. In thp re¬ 
cent pa.st all secretarial help 
had been seasonal; the desk 
they a.ssigned yoiU on the 
floor had to .serve as your 
office: and idea of profes¬ 
sional committee staff v/as 
almost unheard of.

Every once in a while, 
when .somebody writes a 
newspaper article on how 
much the Legislature spends 
or. it-sclf, I hear people talk 
about the “good old days.” 
Those v/ero supposedly days 
of budgetary austerity and 
the citizen politician. 

But bucolic pasts being 
what they are, thnso were 
really bad old days — the 
days of Artie Samish, a lob¬ 
byist who boasted that he 
had boiugbt and sold the 
entire Legislature and was 
convincing enough in hi? 
braggadocio to end up in 
prison. 

Tho.so were the d-ays when 
ewn the mo.st hone.st and 
dedicated elected repre- 
.sentatives — which describes 
the great majority — were 
lacking in the time and re 
sources necessary to evalu¬ 
ate the arguments of giant 
special interests; the days 
when the major goal of the 
Legislature was not to chart 
the future, but rather to 
perpetuate the past. 

Jess Unruh was ju.st reach¬ 
ing the peak of his power 
when I arrived in .Sacra¬ 
mento. I could not know 
then that we would hecome 
antagonists In numerous 
political and legisative con¬ 
frontations — that I would 
one day succeed him a.s the 
A.ssembly Speaker. B'ut de 
spite aur many differences, 
Jess and I shared one be¬ 
lief: The le.gi.slativp process 
in California had to adjust 
to the real world. 

During the long and' high¬ 
ly controversial Unru.h reign 
as S;paaker, the Legislature 

— e.specially the Assembly 

— built a competent profes¬ 
sional staff and gave up its 
preoccupation with the sta¬ 
tus quo. And in 1966, Cali¬ 
fornians voted to give up the 
old “odd and even” system 
in favor of annual sessions, 
and to open up the oppor¬ 
tunity of serving in the Leg¬ 
islature to all citizens by 
providing full-time compen- 
sat ion. 

Whan I became Speaker in 

1969, the challege was tc re¬ 
design “the house that Jess 
built” to make it operate 
efficiently and effectively. 
We made .some progress 
along those lines. The Cali- 
lornia Legislature was 
ranked first In the nation by 

1970, and a major reform 
package, that included bi¬ 
ennial sessions, was already 
“an idea whose time had 
come.” Happily, it was ap¬ 
proved by the voters last 
year. 

Looking forward to a new 
challenge as Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of Transportation, it 
still pleases me to look 'back 
on the many events and 
changes of the Sixties with 
the knowledge of a partici¬ 
pant, It was an experience 
that taught me, among 
other things, that the pro¬ 
cesses of government must 
be constantly revamped and 
revitalized in a changing 
society. 

It is partly because the 
California Legislature, des¬ 
pite all of its problems, has 
been equal to this challenge 
that I can take pride in hav¬ 
ing been a part of It.

$357 Million In New Money 
For California Counties 


With burlgets now being 
prepared for Cali f o r n i a 
Counties, a major factor for 
taxpayers io watch will lx 
I he “new money” which 
counties reeeived this year, 
much of it too latp to in¬ 
clude in this year’s budget. 

The California Farm I^r- 
(>au Federation has ta’rau- 
iatde the new money for all 
of the counties and tr;ms- 
lated this into a tax rate 
equivalent. The ta.x rate 
equivalent may be mislead¬ 
ing in that some of the 
money is earmarked and 
cannot really oe used' to de¬ 
crease property taxes, 'rho 
added gas tax revx'nuo for 
“mass transit” lor example 
cannot be looked at in an> 
light other than hovy it af¬ 
fects the transportation sec¬ 
tion of the counties’ budgets. 

The component.s of the 
new revenue ar,. from fed¬ 
eral revenue sharing, $222,- 
(117,396; open space reim¬ 
bursement, $8,770,241; inass 
transit, $125,865,600. These 
total $357,253,237 in new 
money. 

No matter how this monej 
is budgeted, it should pro¬ 
vide suoorvisois opportuni¬ 
ties to reduce property taxes 


There' have- been claims, for 
ixantple, that welfare costs 
migb.t increa.se as the fed¬ 
eral revenue sharing antici- 
jiates a rciduction in some of 
the grant programs. Even so, 
cinintie.s should not be hit 
by this as .SB 90, the tax re¬ 
form bill of last session, 
pledged full state funding 
for any r.cw or increased 
costs of .state or federally 
mandated programs.
